English for President and Vice-President by 
our National Convention is a matrerof ecarn- 
est congratulation not alone to Democrats but 
to all patriots irrespective of party; that it 
means the strict and constitutional subordi- 
nation of the mililtary to the civil power, and 
that tbrough the national triumph of the 
Democratic party in November, of which 
that nomination isa sure presage, sectional 
asperities will disappear and the era of good 
feeling again return throughout our common 
coubuy.

The Curious Relic Found Near 
Lake Champlain.

The Skull and Hat of a Soldier in the 
French and Indian War 
Turned to Stone.

PORT HENRY, July 19.—One day in the 
spring Robert Norton, the ferryman, saw 
something lying so close tothe water’s edge 
that the gentlest breeze welted it with waves. 
{t seemed no larger than a water pail, and its 
color was that of the clayey banks that rise 
some ten feet from the lake, nearly opposite 
the old fort at Crown Point. The ferryman 
knew that it was no piece of rock, for there 
are norocks near. It had not been there 
long, possibly.

Asit lay some dis- 
tance from his ferry landing, on the Ver- 
mont sbore, he did not take the time to go 
and see whatit was, until impelled by tae 
curiosity that was whetted at the daily sight 
of this strange thing.

HOW LT LOOKS. 

A closer inspection by daylight brought out 
the following points regarding it: 

The erown is about four inches high, and 
the shape is admirably preserved. lt seems 
to be composed of stone Whose creamy color 
indicates lime. It is now so hard as to tura 
the point of a knife. Tae most remarkable 
thing about it is the four quarters into which 
the crown is divided. ‘The hat’s crown must 
originally bave been made of four pieces, just 
as hats now are sometimes made, sewn to- 
vetber. The seams are perfectly preserved, 
and in many of themare tracesevenof the 
thread with which it was sewn. 

The brim of the hat is not so well preserv- 
ed: still itis in a much morefperfect condition 
than are many hat brime toat may be seen on 
the streets to-day. It stands out ata right 
angle from the crown, andis in the widest 
part nearly two inches, and this widthit pre- 
serves, except at one of the longest ends, 
where there isa rougbness and narrowness 
that may bave been caused by the crushing in 
of the origina! brim. Within the crownisa 
hard, limy substance, perfectly smooth, gray- 
ish in color. It is concealed by the hat 
just as the head is. There its to be noticed 
also alive, perbaps an eighth of an inch in 
width, that intervenes between the supposed 
head and the hat. Thisisasoft stone, like 
hardened mud: and can easily be scraped by a 
knife. Take askull and put a hat on it: then 
saw tbe top of the skull off at the middle of 
the forehead, anda very fair representation 
will be obtained of this relic. 7 

There are many reasons for believing that 
the top of the head andthe hatof a French 
soldier, who must have died prior to 1756, 
yave the formation to this petrifaction, if such 
it really 1s. 


THE BASTILE. 


EKxaggeration of the Horrors with 
Which it Was Associated.

The destruction of the Bastile, whose an- 
niversary has just been grandly celebrated in 
aris, bas »ssumed, though of small import- 
anee in itself, a wholly disproportioned con- 
scquence in history because it turned the cur- 
rent of everts at the capital in favor of the 
people. ‘Whenthe Bastile was attacked by 
an armed mob, infuriated by the reactionary 
policy of the court, the gurrison was com- 
posed of but eight) -two invalid soldiers of the 
reguiar army aud thirtv-two Swiss mercena- 
ries. The negotiations of the insurgents with 
Delaunay, the Governor, merely caused the 
removal of the cannon’ pointing to 
the Faubourg of St. Antoine, and had 
no pacifving effect on the exasperated crowd. 
Some members of the mob having cut the 
chains of the first draw- bridge,a fignt ensued. 
(ne of the garrison was killed, and 159 of the 
people were slain and wounded; but the arri- 
valofapartofthe King’s forces, who had 
joined the popular cause, with four field piec- 
es, rendered furtber defense ef no avail. Da- 
launay, who had been prevented from blow- 
toy the fortress into the air by tiring the mag- 
azine, allowed the second draw-bridge to be 
lowered, and the howling, frantic populace 
rushed across it, killing the Governor and sev- 
eral of his otlivers on the spot. The day fol- 
lowing, July 15, 1729, the demolition of the 
Bastille began, amid the thunder of cinnon, 
the pealing of o;gans, and roars of joy and tri- 
umph. The popular notion is that hundreds 
ofmiserable political captives were re- 
leased. ‘The fortress would not hold, and 
never beld, but seventy, and, on that mem- 
orable occasion, only three unknown men and 
four forgers were delivered. ‘The chief actors 
in the stirring scene were the 654 whose names 
are engraved onthe commemorating column 
in the Place de la Bastile. The famous build- 
ing was origin#ly the castle of Paris, and was 
built atthe J’orte St. Antoine, by order of 
Charles V. ,(1570-85) by Hugo Aubriot Pre- 
vost of Paris, as a defense against the Kaglish. 
Afterward converted into a state prison, dur- 
ing the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
its vast buiwarks and ditches were added. 
On each of its longer sides the Bastile had four 
towers of five stories each, over which ran a 
gallery armed with cannon. Parilv in those 
towers, and partiy in subterranean dungeoas, 
the political prisoners were confined. The 
Bastile was bad enouch, but its horrors have 
been greatly exaggerated.

NEW YORK, July 22 —Every effortis beitg 
made toclear the Hudson River Tunnel and 
recover the bodies of the twenty men who 
were buried yesterday. At 5 o’clock this 
morning the chief engineer and a large force 
of Jaborers resumed the work of placing in 
positiona a powerful force pump 
at the mouth ofthe shaft, which was inter- 
rupted late last evening bya loss of the 
spindle. They had nearly succeeded in plac- 
ing the pump in position to begin operations 
when the heavy beam upon which the spindle 
rested careened, and it fell to the bottom of 
the shaft. Grappling hooks were sent down, 
and the location ascertained, but owing to 
the lateness ofthe hour and the absence of 
suitable machinery to recover it, the engineer 
decided to 
STOP OPERATIONS UNTIL THIS MORNING. 


Beams were again readjusted at 6 this 
morning and upon them was built a tempo- 
rary platform of loose heavy planks, and with 
the apparatus at hand efforts were mude to 
draw to the surface the spindle. After one 
or two efforts it was found necessary 
to employ a diver, and Joseph Wonne- 
berg, of Hoboken, donned his armor 
and was lewered to the bottom of the snaft, 
where he remained four minutes. He found 
the spindle nearthe opening leaning to the 
air-luck, but did not go near enough to the 
door to ascertain whether or not 
ap entrance to it could be effected. He was 
lowered athira time, and at 9% o’eclock the 
spindle was brought up. 

CROWDS. 

At that hour the grounds surrounding the 
shaft were black with spectators, and at least 
100 more fringed the mouth of the 
shaft, watching tke operations of the men 
at work. Among the number’ were 
the relatives of the dead men, who, however, 
were undemonstrative. By order of Presi- 
dent Haskins other parts of the pump were 
drawn onto the platform. The pump is capa- 
ble of ejecting 1,200 gallona of water per min- 
ute. While the pumping was in progressa 
diver would be sent downat intervals to ex- 
amine the air-lock, with instructions to as- 
certain if the entrance tothe tunnel could 
be effected. Should he find both doors open 
be would be sent into the tunnel in the hope 
of recovering such of 

THE BODIES 
as were accessible. Oelsen and Woodland. it 
is thought, will be the first brought out. 
Should it be discovered that the entrance to 
the tunnel is impracticable through the air- 


lock and that the flow of water . is 
too great for the pump to make 
headway, then a cofferdam will be built 


around the sunken surfage adjacent to the 
shaft, and the tunnel reached that way. This 
plan willinvolve more labor and will take up 
inore time than was 
and should this plan be found necessary it 
is nelieved that the bodies wiil not be reacaned 
within three or four days.

apprehended eighteen miles from 
Louisville. The thief turned out 
to be William Vonderheide, a _ noted 
Louisville criminal, who escaped 


from the State Penitentiary last Monday by 
hiding in a threshing machine. Von- 
derheide admitted that he had robbed Dr. 
Dowden’s house and acknowledged his es- 
cape from tbe penitentiary. Officers started 
with him to LaGrange, and on the way met a 
number ef persons who wer2 pursuing Von- 
derbeide for rape and murder. These men 
stated that 
THE DEAD BODY 

of a colored girl had been found by her fathar 


hidden in a ravine. Her = skull 
had been fractured and an out- 
rsge had been committed.

account says: The little girl had been seat 
from her home to Lbrownboroto get a pair 
of shoes which she had had mended, and had 
with her twenty-five cents in change to pay 
for the same, carrying the money in her hand.

The Fourth Weekly Excursion of 
the Noble Charity.

Nine Hundred Poor People Enjoy a 
Breezy Day on the River.

Details and Incidents of the Start—In- 
teresting Cases on Board, Etc. 


The fourth weekly trip of this worthy 
charitable association took place to-day. 
The E. W. Cole was advertised to leave the 
foot of Cherry street at 9 a. m., buta large 
part of the excursionists, with memories ef 
previous tardiness still in their minds, were 
on board as early as8 a.m. A great many of 
those for whose benetit the excursien is in- 
tended, live in the most distant parts ofthe 
city and it is no easy task for some 
of them to reach the boat in time. 

This morning numbers of women came 
aboard, with a baby in arms and followed by 
one ortwo children barely able to toddle 


down the steep declivity tothe boat. The 
eager look in their faces, giving way to satis- 
faction as they stepped on the deck, told plain- 
ly bow much afraid they were that the little 
ones would miss this one bright day out of the 
week. One woman, who arrived just upon 
time, accompanied by three children, declared 
that this wasthe third time she had made 
the atempt. always arriving before this in 
time tosee the boat heading up the river. 
Col. Geo. O. Carpenter was in charge of this 
morning’s trip,and with two _ assistants 
received the people at the gang-plank. 
Many a complicated case was referred to him 
for arbitration, when one ticket was 
soughtto be usedas asesame for three or 
four children. Though none of those who 
appear deserving are turned away, yet tickets 
are insisted upon in orderto prevent the ex- 
cursion being used by parties not entitled to 
its benefits. When starting time arrived it 
was found impossible to leave, because a 
look in anv direction revealed parties 
burriediv bound for the boat. Finally, at 
9:25,the gang plank was hauled in, and the 
boat beganto swing out into the stream. 
Just then two women were seen coming 
on a dead run down the levee, 
each with a child on one 
arm, and a large basket on the other. Their 
frantic gestures aud vociferations were met Dy 
the cheers of the hundreds on the boat, but 
they were fisally made happy by being taken 
aboard from the Fannie Tatum which lay 
near by. 
THE SCENE ON BOARD 
at the start beggars description. Up to this 
time the children bad been remarkably quiet, 
many of them tired from the long walk they 
had to the boat. But when once thev found 
themselves under way, shout upon saout 
from 700 lusty throats made adin that almest 
drowned the sbrili whistling of the boat. 
Hats, handkerchiefs, anything was waved to 
the shore. andthe whole scene became one 
of the wildest rejoicing. The good ladies of 
the Mission were everywhere at the same 
time, and, far from checking the hilarity, 
they contrived to push on the fun where ic 
seemed to lag. The children ran about, sang, 
laughed, shouted. pointed eagerly 10 notable 
objects onthe shore and abandoned them- 
selves generally tothe spirit of the occasion. 
The managers of the mission must have 
been paidfor their arduous labors by the 
sigbt of the pleasure they had conferred upon 
those who need it so much. After aecouple 
of miles had been run, this effervescing 
joy had about ceased, and the juvenile pas- 
sengers settied down to less demonstration, 
but not to less interesting merry-making. 
Children are not very particular 
about introductions, and soon nearly 
everybody knew nearly everybody else. Little 
things who had never seen each other before 
were soon deep in the intricacies of some such 
yame as jacks,or Were swopping stories 
founded upon exciting events in their lives. 
Now and then the scene was deversified by 
the wild wailing of some mother, who,having 
been deepin conversation with some old or 
chance acquaintance,bad linally looked around 
tofiund Tommy non est. Of course she would 
insistupon several impracticablethings,amony 
them that the boat be stopped,the river 
dragged, und telegrams be sent toall parts 
ofthecity. After she had worked herseif 
into a phrenzy, perfect froma medical stand 
point. Tommy would be found in some se- 
cluded nook lisenting to some older urchin 
relating those experiences whieh children 
love to hear. The same things would-be re- 
peated over again and again, witha fre- 
«quency that would tire anybody less interest- 
ed than the ladies on board the Cole. By 
the time the boat had got up to the northera 
boundary ofthe citv, the chiédren, tempted 
by the sight of the green banks on either side, 
began to think about landing. “Mister, how 
far up are we going,’’ asked a little Miss, 
with a large doil in her arms. 
‘*Twenty-two miles’’ was the an- 
swer. “Oh,” she shouted, witha look that 
showed that twenty-two miles and the eir- 
cumference of the earth were much the same 
toher. There was notnear the number of 
sick and decrepid children on board this 
morning, most of them seeming te be suffer- 
ing from nothing but a lack of fresh air. 
There were several adults who had craved 
permission to make the trip and were gladly 
welcomed. One was a man in the 
last stages of consumption, who 
drank in the river air as_ greedily 
as if he recognized how little of life was teft 
tobim. A man was on board who came to 
the Mission Headquarters yesterday, statin 
that his wife was invalid,her recovery retarde 
by the foul surroundings of the back room of 
a largetenement. He was told to avail him- 
self ofeverytrip. When the reporter left the 
boatafewmiles from the startin place, 
everything looked fair for abright day’s en- 
joyment. The partv will reach 
THE LANDING PLACE 

about noon, andacouple of hours will be 
spent in ee opening and discussing 
lunch baskets and exploring the woods. Re- 
freshments, consisting of coffee, milk and 
lemonade,will be served gratis on the upward 
and downward trip. The boat will arrive in 
St. Louis abeut 5:30 p. m. Even after 
a run of two or three miles a 
fair opportunity of judging of the effects of 
the trip was afforded. Women who had come 
on board pale, haggard gand holiow-eyed 
were so changed by the morning’s trip tha; 
they were with rege! recognized. The 
buoyant spirits of the children were a fair 
indication that thetrip had done them good. 

To-day’s excursion was in charge of Col. 
Gee. O.. Carpenter. The ladies who con- 
tributed so much to the success of the trip 
were Mrs. Dr. Merrell, Mrs. Geo. O. Carpen- 
ter, Mrs. Alex. Mastbrook, Mrs. J. C. 
Learned, Mrs. F. B. Chamberlain, Mrs. 
Clara Langdon, Mrs. John 4H. Bar- 
nard, Mrs. Duncan, Mrs. Jos. Dana, 
Mrs. N. O. Nelson. The physicians in charge 
were Drs.
